Council Clashes Over Policies; Public Education Advocated

City Council meeting Monday--- 
which stem from problems with city

policy. The first started when 
Councilman Rudolph Castro dis- 
cussed the easement requested by 
Wendall Kemp for access to Arroyo 
Cajun Street. 

Castro suggested an easement 
across the trail system and 
Councilman Whit Cromwell men- 
tioned present drainage problems 
from the canal causing danger. 

The council agreed to approve the 
easement without annexation until 
Councilman Dale Chaput argued 
strongly against the motion. 


“If this were the Kraemer 
property you wouldn’t vote that way, 
so why do it differently just because 
its an individual?”’ 

He added that the trail system, 
which the council claimed was not 
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used by anyone, ‘‘simply had not 
been developed yet. The Equestrian 
committee is anxious to use it. The 
property will be one of the best 
annexations we will ever have...It 
seems to me we need to follow a 
consistent policy regarding annexa- 
tion and stick to it!’’ 

After brief notation of Chaput’s 
remarks the Council voted 4-1 for 
approval, without annexation. 


A policy concerning drainage fee 
payment became another sticky 
issue over not being consistent with 
policy. 

Cromwell questioned the Plan- 
ning Commission's previous waiver 
of the requirement of the installation 
of curbs, gutters and sidewalks on 
property owned by Harvey Ploghaus 
on Mountainview. 

(At an earlier meeting in June the 
commission approved his variance, 
pointing out at that time that no 
prerequisite was clearly establish- 


ed. The Commission was divided as 
to whether such improvement at that 


particular property was necessary.) 

The approval was subsequently 
reversed by Council, (a public 
hearing) arguing that Mountain 
View between Ohio and Kellogg is 


“a major local collector street with — 


increasing traffic.) And with the 
opening of the new school,’’ council 
claimed, ‘‘there would be additional 
traffic problems.”’ 


Although Ploghaus argued he was 
not aware of appeal, he didn’t think 
it was ‘‘fair to pay gutter taxes they 
may make us pay again later in other 
places.”’ 

Cromwell said, ‘“‘By allowing 
waiver we jeopardize the position of 
others who have paid (subdivision 
residents). I would like to have the 
policy adhered to.”’ 


Ploghaus mentioned the hazard of 
gutters at the end of a six foot drop 
off on his property. 

Cromwell again countered, ‘‘Its 
easy to say we don’t need 
improvements, but we should be 
learning from other cities...such as 


Villa Park who had trouble paying 
for impovements citizens demanded 
(years after improvements were 
waived by the city). 


And Chaput concluded that the 
fee for 1.1 acre would be $1500 and if 
the applicant paid for improvements, 
it was concurred by the Council, it 
would amount to approximately 
$5,000. 


Castro moved to deny the variance 
and request a cash bond, which was 
voted down by a 3-2 vote approving 
the original variance. Cromwell and 
Castro were dissenting votes. 


“It’s obvious,’’ declared Mayor 
Ewing, ‘‘we need a policy. We're 
doing an injustice to residents by not 
doing so.”’ 


‘‘But I don’t think any real estate 
agent around comes clean regarding 
selling property. They usually 
choose not to inform the 
buyer...Realtors set bad standards 
by not telling the cost of putting in 
curbs and gutters and as a result the 


city looks like the bad guy, when 
we're not...We should have an 
education program to tell people 
what any city imposes to have these 
properties developed!’’ the mayor 
asserted. 


Little League representatives are 
in disagreement with the city over 
use (or, as they claim misuse) of the 
Little League field on YL Blvd. 


Jerry Humphrey, YL resident, on 
the board of Little League, stood 
before the council and complained 
that the city allows too many outside 
organizations to use the property. 


‘‘Although its city property, 99 per 
cent belongs to Little League--back- 
stops, lights....When the city 
assigns other groups we're in an 
embarrassing position...You have 
the right to schedule property usage 
but not material usage... We want to 


discuss the city’s reasons,”’ 
Humphrey said.

Planners Avoid 
Setting Precedent

The Planning Commission Wed- 
nesday voted to approve the request 
to relocate the ice vending machine 
at the shopping center on Imperial 
Highway and Lemon SOC feet to 
comply with city ordinance. 

They also approved the zoning 
ordinance for controlling church 
signing policy, which the city sign 
abatement policy did not originally 
cover previously in detail. 

Initially, the commission couldn’t 
decide about the request by the 
owners of Linda Garden Apart- 
ments, 4672 Plumosa, to allow their 
existing sign to remain. 

When the owner publicly

“JET” Sessions 


Probe Economy 


To find out what adults of Yorba 
Linda think about the American 
private, competitive economic sys- 
tem; (profits, buying power, money, 
and government...past, present, 
future...the Chamber of Commerce 
announced that it would stage five, 
two-hour sessions of a unique 
program known as “‘JET’’ (Job 
Economics Training). Eash session 
dealt with one of the subjects 
mentioned above that make up the 
U.S. economy. 


The Chamber refuses to 
‘*preach’’ to those who enroll in the 
program. Executive Manager, 


William K. OpDyke confines his 
remarks to questions directed to 
*‘JET"’ group participants in a most 
successful technique of acquiring 
their answers--all adding up to 
group agreement as to what is wrong 
and what is right about the varied 
aspects of our country’s economic 
system! 

‘I have noted, over the years,’’ 
says OpDyke, ‘‘that people may 
listen to speeches, etc.,; review 
visual presentation; read this-and- 
that; -- but will come away without 
an understanding of what they have 
heard, seen, or read. All too many 
don’t bother to vote and say, ‘things 
are hopeless!’ ”’ 

‘‘Job Economics Training’’ is an 
outgrowth of question-and-answer 
descussion techniques developed 
during World War II with the close 
cooperation of the U.S. Govern- 
ment, American private manage- 
ment, and labor. 

OpDyke is a surviving member of 
what was then known as the 
‘Training within Industry’? (TWI) 
team affiliated with the War 
Production Board and the War 
Manpower Commission, headquar- 
tered at Washington, D.C. in the 
*40s. 

Aound $23,000,000 of private and 
government money was expended 
on these human - development 
programs. They are credited with 


being a prime force in our Nation’s 
World War Il victory. 

“If human conviction is required 
these days (that this or that is true or 
false) the ‘‘JET’’ program ‘smokes 
it out’ ’’, asserts OpDyke. The only 
tools used in *‘JET’’ are chalkboard 
and chalk ‘‘No textbooks are used!”’ 

Asks OpDyke, ‘‘Whose texts 
would you use?’’ When the sessions 
are over participants are encouraged 
to read all the tests they can find on 
the subject of economics! 


Patterns for the five two-hour 
sessions are such that not less than 
eight nor more than ten men and 
women can participate successfully 
at a time. Out of these 8 or 10 folks, 
some will volunteer to accept a 
temporary assignment as Discus- 
sion Leader for new groups, 
coached by the original leader until 
the fledgling leader can take over on 
his or her own. 


‘This is known as the multiplyer 
system’’, introduced by Socrates 
thousands of years ago. It assures 
rapid and sound spreading of 
acknowledged facts. ‘*The program 
includes an astonishingly unique 
method whereby the _ groups’ 
decisions are confirmed in a very 
special way for those who ‘graduate’ 
from ‘JET’,’’ adds OpDyke. 

The Yorba Linda Chamber of 
Commerce foots the bill for this work 
at its city level. It invites all 
interested men and women 
residents to enroll and participate. 
The sessions are held weekday 
evenings, usually from 7:30 to 9:30 
p-m. in the Chambers well-appoint- 
ed office on Main Street. 

“It is reminiscent of the 
‘*pot-bellied stove - town meetin’s’’ 
that built and sustained the America 
of early days when problems were 
also very rough indeed, but when 
people had the courage of their 
convictions and made such convict- 
ions known to the world,’ the 
Chamber leaders say.

If there’s one thing that sends Soviet leaders into orbit faster than a Soyuz 
spacecraft could, it’s the mere mention of the name of Aleksandr 


Solzhenitsyn. 


And apparently some of President Ford’s foreign policy advisers are so 
nervous about bruising the sensibilities of the Soviets that they have 
persuaded him not to meet the man who is considered by many to be the 
world’s greatest living writer and its most profound spokesman for human 


freedom and morality. 
There are two ironies in this. 


First, that the White House refusal to see Solzhenitsyn came during the 
very week the United States was celebrating its independence as the haven 
of human liberty. And, second, that the Soviets--despite their sweet talk to 
us about detente--carry on elsewhere a constant barrage of speeches and 
articles vilifying the United States and its Western allies. Presumably, in the 
‘‘spirit of detente,’’ we are expected to ignore the worldwide anti-U.S. 


campaign. 


Solzhenitsyn was in Washington the week of July 4 for his first public 
appearance before an American audience. George Meany and the AFL-CIO 
sponsored the event, and Solzhenitsyn held spellbound an audience of 


2,500, including many dignitaries. 


He was frankly critical of Western policy toward the Soviet Union. 
He described detente as a ‘‘senseless process of endless concessions to 
aggressors’’ which can only get worse unless we decide to become visibly 


firm in our dealings with the Soviets. 


No doubt this kind of talk is unsettling to Secretary Henry Kissinger and 
his diplomatists, but Solzhenitsyn’s credentials are hard to deny. He is a 
Russian who loves his country, but not its government. He understands, 
certainly better than most Americans, the Russian psyche and Soviet 


behavior patterns. 


White House representatives were conspicuously absent from the dinner. 
Press Secretary Ron Nessen gave out a succession of reasons why there 
wouldn't be a meeting between Solzhenitsyn and the President. First, the 
President couldn’t attend the dinner because he was scheduled to be at a 


party for his daughter. 


Then, it seems, there wouldn’t be a subsequent meeting because 
Solzhenitsyn hadn’t requested one. Next, Nessen said, the President 
doesn’t ordinarily meet with private foreign personages (he met that very 


week with Brazilian soccer star Pele). 


Then, ‘‘For image reasons, the President does like to have some 
substance in his meetings. It is not clear what he would gain in a meeting 
with Solzhenitsyn.’’ For ‘‘substance,’’ the President has met recently with 
the Strawberry Queen of West Virginia and the Maid of Cotton. 

Finally, the real reason for the snub surfaced: A visit with Solzhenitsyn 
would violate the ‘‘spirit of detente.”’ 

Frequently, the West German government uses the phrase ‘‘detente 
without illusions.’’ The phrase suggests that detente offers both hope and 
danger. Apparently, our government hasn’t learned it yet. 

If past Soviet behavior is any example, they might even have 
responded--indirectly--in a positive manner to a Ford-Solzhenitsyn meeting. 
They might have responded with some signal--however slight:-of 
relaxation of some of the more visible signs of repression. (Remember how 
they stepped up approvals of emigration of Russian Jews from the Soviet 
Union about the time the trade bill was being debated?) 

On the other hand, the Soviets might have flown into a rage, as the 
President's advisers feared, and even cancelled the latest grain deal. One 
thing is for certain, though. They wouldn’t have stalked out of the Strategic 
Arms Limitation (SALT) II talks. The proposed agreement already tilts in 


their favor. 


Policy Stays 


An Open Lunch policy for the 
three high school campuses of the 
Placentia Unified School District, 
was quickly continued Monday 
night, after a brief hearing of 
problems which beset it last year 
around the Esperanza High School 
campus. 

The Esperanza privilege, how- 
ever, will be limited to senior 
students. 

Trustees of the district quickly 
reapproved the out-to-lunch system, 
which began as a trial a little over a 
year ago and despite misgivings of 
some of the Esperanza neighbors, 
who had strongly protested earlier 
this year over high school students 
loitering in their yards, using their 
property as a lunch room and leaving 
trash and refuse. 

Residents of two streets emana- 
ting from the campus also 
complained through the school year, 
of harrassment by students and foul 
language. After the yard of one of 
the protesting neighbors had been 
seriously defaced by tire marks, the 
Esperanza campus was closed for 
the few remaining days of school. 
Superintendent of Schools, John 
Tynes Monday night, told concerned 
Esperanza neighbors, ‘‘We don’t 
intend for students of any of the 
schoois to be a nuisance...we don’t 
want them in the neighborhood 
making a nuisance of themselves. 
It’s something we'll be watching 
very closely.”’ 

Tynes also outlined that for 
students of the three schools to 
participate in the open campus 
policy, they must first ‘‘have their 
parent’s signature in person at the 
office before it (the privilege) is 
granted.” 

Dr. John Parrish, principal of 
Esperanza, said that any offending 
students would immediately have 
their lunch pass revoked ‘‘and we 
only pull it once and it will be pulled 
for the balance of the year.”’ 

‘There will be no loitering next 


year," board vice president 
Salvador Zavala added to the 
discussion. 


“You can expect some swift 
surgical action,’’ Dr. William Yates, 
board president reassured the 
dubious neighbors. 


The unanimous trustee vote to 
continue the cpen campus policy, 
followed recommendation by the 
three high school principals with 
Jerry Jertberg, principal of El 
Dorado High School briefly stating: 
‘‘During the past year and a quarter 
that we have had the Open Campus, 
students have responded to it in a 
generally positive manner and we 
have not had much negative 
feed-back from the community.’’ 

Eugene Dorn, principal of 
Valencia High School, stated: ‘‘It is 
my opinion that the Valencia High 
School Student Body has shown 
sufficient maturity and cooperation 
to warrant continuing an open lunch 
policy for the 1975-76 school year.’’ 

Dorn estimated that previous to 
Open Campus about 15 per cent of 
Valencia students had gone home to 
lunch with this number increasing to 
50 per cent this past school year. 

Dorn continued: ‘*A sampling of a 
cross section of our merchants 
showed they felt the open lunch was 
working satisfactorily and they 
appreciate the business.’’ 

“This year I received fewer 
telephone calls from community 
people complaining about students 
eating lunch on their lawns...Ap- 
proximately 50 per cent of our lunch 
problems have been cut this year.’’ 

Dorn added that smoking in the 
rest rooms was decreased 95 per 
cent, vandalism during lunch, 75 per 
cent and general misbehaviour, 90 
per cent. The principal said he felt 
also that the lunch privilege has 
added to favorable rapport between 
students, teachers and administra- 
tion. 


At Esperanza, Dr. Parrish 
recommended to trustees, that 
students other than seniors ‘‘remain 
on campus during the lunch period 
unless they are enrolled in work 
experience, ROP or _ medical 
occupations classes, that meet..... 
immediately following the lunch 
period. 

Dr. Parrish added that the school 
would provide students with 
lunchtime guidelines, and wouid 
take prompt action to alleviate 
concerns of neighbors should they 
arise.

A Superior Court hearing 
and a study that may end 
with the County Fire 
Department absorbing the 
Placentia Fire Department 
brings up some interesting 
points.

Representing Placentia 
will be, according to news 
reports, ‘‘the specialist 
from Oakland’’ which is a 
polite way of saying the 
taxpayer is getting hit 
again. The expensive, 
high-powered attorney who 
has already collected in 
excess of $68,000 from 
Placentia, in its battle with 
the firemen, is coming back 
for another helping; more 
jet flights, hotel bills etc, all 
paid by the courtesy of the 
Placentia taxpayer and for 
what? A task that our own 
City Attorney is well 
qualified to do, at a cheaper 
rate, and there would be no 
costs of planes etc.; he lives 
in Orange County. 


County? 

The City Council has 
ordered a study to deter- 
mine the feasbility of 
shifting, to the County Fire 
Department. What a 
change in attitude. 

Two months ago, the 
firemen formally requested 
just such a shift to the 
County, and you should 
have seen the icy cold 
reception they got from the 
City Council. The request 
was filed with no action, no 
discussion, not even the 
courtesy of a refusal. 

Therefore, it was disgust- 
ing to see in the press an 
official statement that the 
city was considering the 
shift, as though it were a 
whole, brilliant new idea. It 
was a cheap shot and one 
that brought no honor to 
Placentia’s leadership. 

If the shift is made it 
means the costly fiasco of 
the 8 hour day is nearing an 
end in Placentia; it means 
the firemen will be back on a 
24 hour shift, it means the 
battle between the City and 
the firemen may reach an 
end; it means, in fact, that 
the firemen have won. 

Now the question comes 
up : what lever will the City 
have to get the firemen to 
drop the huge lawsuit 
pending in the courts? 
Hopefully, the City Council 
will make the shift to the 
county conditional upon the 
dropping of the lawsuit. If 
the shift is not made 
conditional; it means we, 
the people of Placentia, 
have given up our local fire 
department and still face a 
possible judgement of 
several million dollars if the 
firemen succeed in their 
suit. 

What the cost of this 
fiasco is to the taxpayer is 
something no one can fully 
measure. Those secrets are 
hidden in complex budgets, 
the shifting of funds to 
cover the ever increasing 
costs of forcing an untried 
and unproven system upon 
the City of Placentia. 

Its hidden in the heavy 
wear and tear on fire 
equipment to train the 
numerous firemen who 
stayed briefly and left to be 
replaced by yet more 
firemen. Its hidden in the 
disrupted lives of men who 
moved their families here in 
hopes of living and working 
in a pleasant California city, 
only to find the firemen’s 
post not worth the emo- 
tional strain.
